Theſe Diſpoſitions of the Celeftial Choir are not fo 
harmonious as thoſe at the Vernal Ingreſs, contrary wiſe 
they ſeem to import greater Heats and Animoſities, ſharp 
Conteſts about Religious Matters, and perhaps ſome Dona- 


tions, or Eccleſiaſtical Inheritances may be diſputed and

exalt himſelf, many Heats and Animoſities ariſe, and no 
body (that Monſter of Monſters) in Fault. If we believe 
the Holy Scriptures we may there ſee what befel the Re- 
bellions Iſraelites under the Law, and alſo the ſtub Jews 
that would receive the Goſpel of our Lord and Saviour, but 
perſecuted Him and His Followers unto Death; for which 
enormous Crimes God ſuffered them to fall into Diſſentions 
and Diviſions amongſt themſelves, by which means they 
were overthrown and diſperſed: Had Feruſalem been Uni- 
ted, Titus had never ſack'd it, nor can the Pope and all his 
Emiſſaries ever prevail over this Nation, can we but be fo 
wiſe as to be united amongſt ourſelves. But like the Lion 
in the Fable wear himſelf out with ſeeking whom to de- 
vour, till he become unworthy either our Fear or Envy.

I'S Year affords five Eclipſes, three of the Sus, 
and two of the Moon, one only of each Luminary 
Viſible in theſe Kingdoms. TS „ 

The Firſt is an Inviſible one of the San, upon Saturday 
the ſeyenth of Fanuary, about our Seven at Night; this 
Eclipſe, tho? Inviſible to all Europe, will be very Conſpi- 
cuous in America, particularly in the Southern Parts thereof, 
for in South Lat. 18 Deg. 106 Deg. Weſt Longitude from 
London, viz. in the Pacific Ocean, abeut 100 Leagues from 
the South Weſt Coaſts of Pery, and 740 South of Zacatula, 
upon the South Weſt Borders of New Spain it will be To- 
tal and Central in the Meridian. 5 

The Second is a very ſmall one of the Moon, upon Mon- 
day the 19th of June, about our Nine in the Morning, con- 
ſequently Inviſible to us; but in America this Defect will 
be Viſible, which will not amount to above two thirds of 
a Digit, viz. one Eighteenth Part of the Moon's Dia- 
meter. lf | | | 
The Third is a Central and Annular Eclipſe of the Sun, 
upon Monday the third of Fuly, about Half an Hour paſt 
our Noon, but the Moon's South Latitude and Parallax, 
prevents its being ſeen in theſe Parts, but in Africa, South _ 
America, and the Eaſtern and Ethiopian Seas, the Defect 
will be very conſiderable ; for in 6 Degrees of North Lati- 
tude, about ꝙ Degrees Weſt from London, about 200 Leagues 
South of Cape Palma, upon the Ivory Coaſts of Guinea the 
Eclipſe will be Central and Annular at Noon.
